Nine of 19 Californians Leave Remote British 


West Indies Island After Little 
More Than Month. 


MIAMI, Fia., April 13 (AP).— 
Sunburned and disillusioned, nearly 
half of a band of Californians have 
abandoned their search for an 


“ideal existence” on a remote 
island in the British West Indies. . 
Little more than a month after 
forsaking civilization to colonize 
East Caicos, 700 miles southeast of 
here, Mr. and Mrs. E. A. Lawrence 
Le perpetdaave tern with word that 
nine o eo nal 19 
ea gi had left the 
Lawrence, a former San Francis- 
co salesman, leaned across the 
rail of the motor vessel Monarch 
of Nassau and kissed the dock Ae 
he reached the mainland. Later 
he danced a jig. 
“I'll never go back,” said Mrs. 
Lawrence. “I’ve had enough.” 

The pair, reluctant to explain de- 


tails of their experiendée, said R. 
C. Irvine, leader of the group, and 
his family also had deserted the 
island which they found overrun 
with wild jackasses. The Law- 
rences declined to discuss reports 
that there had been dissension 
among the colonists. 

The health of Irvine's family, 
Lawrence said, was imperiled by 
mosquito-bite infections and expo- 
sure to the sun. 

The Lawrences last saw the Ir- 
vines at South Caicos, where they 
arrived on native fishing boats. 
The pair boarded the motor vesse] 
at Great Inagua. 

With Irvine, his wife and four 
children was Ned Read, 18, of Pasa- 
dena. 

Among the 10 remaining on the 
island are Mr. and Mrs. James 
Lake, who leased the property.

Deaths Result in Police Investiga- 
tion of “Suicide Club” Re- 
ports in Colombia. 
PEREIRA, Colombia, April 13 
(AP)—A young man and a girl 
blew themselves to pieces by ex- 
ploding dynamite sticks ‘held in 
their mouths, cigar fashion, yester- 
day, and police opened an investiga- 
tion. into fantastic reports of a 
“suicide club” whose 13 members 
have pledged themselves to self- 
destruction in the same manner. 
The death of 18-year-old Maria 
Arboleda and Martiniano Zapata, 
21, in an explosion, followed a sim- 
ilar incident Thursday night in 
which Manuel Marin, a miner, 
lighted a fuse which set off a 
piece of dynamite in his mouth, 
killing himself and injuring four 
others. The explosion wrecked a

A safe, containing between $1000 
and $1500 belonging to the AFL 
Electrical Workers’ Union, was 
stolen from the Electrical Work- 


ers’ Hall, 4249 Gibson avenue, early 
today. 

Hubert Morrison, union financial 
secretary, told police the hall -was 
locked last midnight, following sev- 
eral meetings. When he returned 
this morning he found that the of- 
fice door and the front door to 
the building had been forced and 
ithe safe, weighing about 750 pounds, 
was missing. Morrison said the 
safe, of concrete and steel, was 
four feet high and two feet wide.

State Realty and Personal Taxes 


Cut 20 Per Cent; $1,000,000 Saving 


JEFFERSON CITY, April 13) 
(AP).—State Auditor Forrest 
Smith announced last night a 20 
per cent State tax cut for 1940. 

It means Missourians will pay 
about $1,000,000 less in taxes on 
their real estate and personal prop- 
erty this year. Smith cut the levy 
from 15 cents to 12 cents per $100 
valuation. It was the first time in 
several years that the State levy 
had dropped below 15 cents. 

The reduction was made in the 
levy for payment of interests and 
retirement of State bonds. It was 
reducedé from seven to four cents 
on each $100 property valuation. 

The other two State levies, five 
cents for general revenue and three 
cents for blind pensions, will re- 
main the same as last year. 
Missouri's tax valuation for the 


year was fixed at $3,234,457,431 by 
‘ 


the State Board of Equalization 
Thursday. That figure represented 
a reduction of $3,238,244 from the 
tax base of last year. 

Both the general revenue and 
blind pension levies are regulated 
by statutory maximums. The Con- 
stitution provides, however, that 
the State Auditor fix the levy for 
the bond and interest income. 
Consequently it is the only flexible 
item in the State levy. 

Smith said the anticipated tax 
income for the year, based on 
Thursday’s valuation, showed the 
reduction could be made when that 
figure was compared with the bond 
and interest payments which will 
fall due during the year. Principal

ACTING HEAD KEEPS 
SILENT ON PROPOSAL 


Won’t Say Whether He 
Would Accept Job — 
Took Post Knowing He 
Wouldn’t Be Considered. 


A movement which began in the 
Instruction Department to force the 
election of Acting Superintendent 
George L. Hawkins as permanent 
superintendent has grown to sucn 
an extent that a special meeting of 
the Board of Education has been 
called for Tuesday night to discuss 
the situation. 

Members of the Advisory Com- 
mittee—three educators appointed 
by the heads of Washington, St. 
Louis and Missouri universities— 
have been invited to the dinner 
meeting to explain how they select- 
ed six nominees of national reputa- 
tion for the superintendency. Pur- 


[show those member of the board 
who now wish to ignore the six 


nominees, in spite of previous com- 
mitments, that the choices were 
made with great care. 


Agreement With Hawkins. 


Hawkins accepted the position of 
Acting Superintendent with the un- 
derstanding that he would not be 
considered for the superintendency. 
When he was named to succeed 
Henry J. Gerling Jan, 20, after 
Gerling was removed for speculat- 
ing with school funds, the Instruc- 
tion Committee reported Hawkins 
did so with “the distinct under- 
standing that he has no personal 
ambitions to serve and that his only 
purpose would be to clear a path 
for his successor.” Hawkins told 
the committee he believed “in no 
event should any man be appointed 
who is over the age of 60.” Hawkins 
is 62. 

Today, however, Hawkins declined 
to say whether he would accept 
or refuse the superintendency, if 
it were offered to him. 

“I am employed to do a job and 
will work at it,” he declared. “I’m 
not crossing any bridges until I 
get to them. I am not committing 
myself about the superintendency; 
there’s been too much talk as it is.” 

First public knowledge that there 
was a movement afoot to make 
Hawkins permanent superintendent 
came three weeks ago when Robert 
E, Strickler announced a _ regolu- 
tion had been adopted by the Ele- 
mentary School Principals’ Associa- 
tion indorsing Hawkins. Copies of 
the resolution were prepared in the 
downtown office of the instruction 
department, 


Transferred by Hawkins. 


Strickler was transferred by 
Hawkins from the principalship 
of Hodgen School to the downtown 
office shortly after Hawkins be- 
came acting superintendent. He 
spent his first few weeks in the 
office studying retirement data and 
now is said to be working on salary 
readjustment questions. He is 
president of the principals’ asso- 
ciation, which led the movement 
a few months ago, expressing con- 
fidence in Gerling, after the 
Post-Dispatch had called attention 
to the speculation with school re- 
lief funds. 

Since the adoption of the Haw- 
kins resolugion by the principals’ 
organization, the word has gone 
out to teacher groups to do like- 
wise. Obediently they have fol- 
lowed suit. Parent-teacher groups 
and mothers’ clubs, irritated be- 
cause a St. Louisan was not listed 
among the six nominees for the 
superintendency, have also deluged 
the school board with resolutions 
for Hawkins. 

The only School Board member 
who would say definitely that he 
was in favor of Hawkins was 
Thomas F. Quinn. He declared: 
“I'm absolutely for Mr. Hawkins.

Planes Attack Fleeing Ships. 

The British announced that eight 
planes were lost in bomber at- 
tacks on fleeing German _§ ships, 
mostly in Kristiansand Fjord on 
the Skagerrak, against “strong op- 
position.” Two more planes were 
lost at sea on the way home, the 
Admiralty said. The eleventh plane 
was lost in a forced landing in the 
attack on Bergen. 

British sources said a Royal Air 
Force plane had damageé a Ger- 
man Dornier flying boat and raked 
a German destroyer with machine- 
gun fire in a battle in the North 
Sea.

BERLIN ASSERTS 
TS PLANES SANK 
TWO SUBMARINES 


BERLIN, April 13 (AP). — The 
German high command announced 
tonight that two British submarines 
had been sunk in the North Sea by 
German battle planes which sur- 
prised them just as they rose to 
the surface, 

The same announcement said the 
German air force lost five planes 
in yesterday’s air battle over the 
Norwegian port of Bergen, revis- 
ing upward its previous figure of 
two. The Germans asserted the 
British lost 10 planes in this en- 
counter. 

DNB, the official German news 
agency, meanwhile, said it was as- 
sumed that Britain’s 8250-ton, eight- 
inch-gun cruiser York—which re- 
ports abroad said had been sunk— 
was the vessel the Germans re- 
ported hitting twice and incapaci- 
tated two days ago.

In Extension of German Blockade 


U. S.-Bound Mail 


LONDON, April 13 (AP).— 
British official sources disclosed 
last night that a systematic search 
of America-bound ‘mails on neutral 
ships has begun with the removal 
of mails of German origin from 
the S. S. Manhattan. 

The Manhattan is due at New 


York on Monday from Genoa, by 
way of Gibraltar. The mail was 
taken off at Gibraltar and those 
letters which are not confiscated 
will go forward on the next ship. 
Eastbound mail previously has 
been removed from American ships, 
and some occasional German mail 
to the United States has fallen into 


The British contraband control 
yesterday agreed to permit a sec- 


ond $250,000 worth of, United States 


Red Cross supplies to be shipped 
to Poland. 

The British announcement said 
the new members would be made 
to prevent’ American importers 
from buying small, mailable arti- 
cles from Germany, thus increas- 
ing German dollar holdings. It 
said that imitation stones at the 
rate of about $1,000,000 worth a 
year were being sent to the United 
States, also watch-making material 
shipments of about $300,000 a 
month* 

Last Dec. 27 the United States 
protested sharply to Britain against 
seizure of American letter mail 
from United States ships. On Jan.

STOCKHOLM, April 13 (AP).— 
A German force’ today broke 
through Norwegian defenses be<- 
tween Moss, 55 miles south of Oslo, 
and Holen, 10 miles closer to the 
capital. Since the Germans were 
advancing toward Oslo they were 
presumed to be newly landed troops 
pushing up the shore of Olso Fjord 
to join the invaders’ expeditionary 
army. 

Advices reaching here said the 
German advance caught the Nor- 
wegians by surprise and they had 
no time to meet it. 

Defense troops, holding positions 
along the narrow fjord, had estab- 
lished a semi-circular line from 
Moss to Holen, east to Mysen, 
northward, east of the River Glom- 
men and Lake Oieren to Romerike, 
thence southward to Tyri Fjord 
and Vikesund, which is about 30 
miles west of Oslo. 

Fortifications were being thrown 
up in the valleys to the northwest 
to bolster the ring. 

Defendcrs Dynamite Bridge. 

The German advance from Moss 
was said to have been accom- 
plished in commandeered busses 
and automobiles and to have been 
impeded, at least briefly, when a 
bridge was dynamited as the first 
bus crossed a stream. 

Refugees from the Holen region 
reached Stockholm by automobile 
today and said they had been or- 
dered by Norwegian police to speed 
for the Swedish frontier to keep 
their motorcade from falling into 
the hands of the advancing Ger- 
mans. 

The Germans, however, were re 
ported harassed within Oslo when 
Norwegians blew up a large dam 
at nearby Solbergsfors and cut off 
the city’s electricity. 

Norwegian sources said telephons 
and telegraph lines linking Oslo 
and Berlin also had been put out 
of commission.

St. Louis now has an excellent smoke elimination 
ordinance, But if we go no further, skies will be

Strict enforcement by Smoke Commissioner Tucker 
will go far toward dissipating the palls, but mazxi- 
mum results will be obtained only through willing 
compliance with the law. A splendid example of this 
is the order issued yestérday by James M. Kurn, co- 
trustee of the Frisco Lines, that all necessary steps 
be taken in the operation of the railroad’s loco- 
motives, roundhouses and plants to insure full com- 
Pliance with the ordinance. ! 

As a matter of record, the Frisco’s Southern and 
Western passenger trains and some of its freight 
trains have been hauled by oil-burning locomotives 
for a dozen years. Its other freight trains burn an 
almost smokeless combination of Arkansas anthra- 
cite and Illinois soft coal, and its roundhouses are 
equipped with devices that hold smoke to a mini- 
mum.

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A GLORIFIED COMPANY TOWN. 

A knotty social question is posed in the attitude 
which the Government should take toward the huge 
shoe-manufacturing plant which Jan Bata, former 
head of the great Bata shoe plants in Czecho-Slovakia 
and other countries, is building at Belcamp, Md. 

The United Shoe Workers of America are opposing 
Bata because he is anti-union. His plant at Zlin, 
in Moravia, was the despair of Czech labor organ- 
izers. His plant in Great Britain also refused to 
sign a national agreement between the shoe workers 
and the shoe industry. The United States District 
Court at Chicago recently ordered the firm to pay 
$7000 in back wages to its warehouse workers there. 

Bata not only creates a model company town, 
but goes this former thriving American institution 
one better by having company dormitories and a 
comprehensive system of company stores. 

The late Thomas Bata, Jan’s father, studied assem~ 
bly-line methods in America, went back to Czecho- 
Slovakia and developed the device to a new level of 
efficiency. Bata conveyor units are in competition 
with one another for production. When one indi- 
vidual falls behind, all the workers, being on piece 
rates, are penalized. Group pressure. sustains the 
tempo. 

Finally, Bata has his own chains of stores to retail 
his shoes. The profits of paternalism and the super- 
assembly line are, in considerable measure, passed 
on to the public. People, particularly in the back- 
ward countries, are able to wear more and better 
shoes because of Bata economies. 3 

But these ecqnomies come at a price. The system, 
like the highly regimented Japanese industrial order 
to which it has been likened, allows little room for 
a well-rounded individual life. |

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THREE MORE YEARS OF TRADE TREATIES. 
These are sad times for free trade among nations. 
A large part of the world’s population is under goyv- 
ernments that are pursuing an elusive and costly 
will-o’-the-wisp known as self-sufficiency, or au- 
tarchy. All the military resources of several great na- 
tions are being devoted to choking off their neigh- 
bors’ commerce. Quotas, blacklists, contraband sei- 
zures and boycotts abound on every hand. , 

At this inauspicious time on the internationa 
scene, the United States Government has extended its 
reciprocal trade program for three years, and the 
President has just signed the measure. Quixotic? 
Impractical? Out of step with the world? Not at 
‘all. America can go on finding new markets, devel- 
oping old ones, establishing its own flow of com- 
merce, with mutual benefit to buyer and seller. And 
when the warring nations are again at peace, when 
the colossal error of trade barriers is forced upon 
their advocates, the machinery for a world-wide ex- 
change of commodities and services will be available. 

The program is just as Mr. Roosevelt defined it: 
“A powerful instrument for promoting our economic 
well-being and for strengthening the foundations of 
stable peace.” 

Each nation has something to sell to every other, 
and needs, or can use, certain commodities from its 
various neighbors. Just now, naval guns, prowling 
submarines and dictatorial edicts are blocking that 
sensible interchange of products from the world’s 
fields and factories which means employment, higher 
living standards and understanding among nations. 
But the day must come, unless the human race has 
said farewell to all reason, when unhampered trade 
will again become possible, and the Hull treaties 
will be ready for adoption by a penitent world. 
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SETTLING AN OLD ARGUMENT? 

Remember way back when fire-eating Gen. “Billy” 
Mitchell used to get our Admirals. almost apoplectic 
with rage by telling everybody that their old dread- 
naughts were no good at all, that a bombing plane 
could sink them without more than half trying? 

Some experiments were conducted off the Virginia 
Capes with an old hulk, but everybody said they 
really didn’t count. So the magazine editors made a 
Roman holiday of it with articles, expert and inex- 
pert, on “Has the Airplane Doomed the Battleship?” 
In the epic sea battle that followed Germany’s sei- 
zure of Norway, Britain's mighty Rodney, a 38,000- 
ton super-dreadnaught, was struck by a heavy Nazi 
aerial bomb, but, according to Winston Churchill, 
her decks “resisted it.” Only seven men were injured. 
When the clouds of acrid powder smoke and the 
veils of censorship are lifted, will we have the an- 
swer to an old question? Will Gen. Mitchell—and

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LIKE FATHER, LIKE SON. 
With Thomas Dewey, the Old Guard's glamour boy, 
winning one-man primaries with the same ease that 
Paavo Nurmi used to win races against the elock, the 
political commentators are beginning to count Michi- 
gan’s Senator Vandenberg out of the contest for the 
Republican presidential nomination. 
But what about the third member of the G. O. P. 
Big Three, Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio? Just 
because for weeks and weeks and weeks no camera 
man has caught him with a rod in a fishing boat 
that never put to sea or with a turkey that he did 
not shoot, there is no reason for counting him out, 
too. The chances are that this missing “gift to the 
nation” will show up at the convention with even 
more delegates than Dewey—no matter how many 
primaries the New Yorker wins. 
As the son of a father who had some experience 
with Republican conventions, Taft knows that there 
is a better way of gathering delegates than in pri- 
maries. That is to pick them up in the Solid South. 
Of the 1000 Republican delegates, about 450 will be 
chosen in primaries, Of these only about 200 can 
be considered as more or less bound by the desires 
of those whe elected them. Against them can be set 
the 213 Southern delegates—professional payroll poli- 
ticians almost to the last man, They are interested 
in jobs—jobs they must earn in the convention, 
since they can’t bring out the vote in November. 
This is hardly democracy at its best. Senator 
Taft's father recognized that in 1906 when he said: 
“There is a little coterie of politicians who devote 
themselves solely to the selection of delegates to the 
national conventions, who devote no time and en- 
ergy whatsoever to elections, and whose object is the 
securing of Federal patronage.” 
President Taft may not have liked the system, but 
he respected the usefulness of these Southern dele- 
gates. He used 261 of 279 of them in 1912 to insure 
his renomination over Theodore Roosevelt. Senator 
Taft is not overlooking them, either, ;

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A MEMORIAL ON WHEELS. 
The recent detailed survey of the city’s library 
facilities and needs, ‘The St. Louis Public Library 
Today and Tomorrow,” shows that fully two-thirds 
of the people of this city are not now within easy 
access of any branch library.

From an Address 
HE world-wide depression § invaded 
T America in 1929 and threw our eco- 
nomic system into a rapidly descending 
spiral. Industry and commerce, trying 
desperately to keep their breath in this 
slide, wanted no plant extension, no new 
machinery, no replacements, nothing they 
could temporarily do without. Those that 
had reserves needed them to keep their 
businesses going on a reduced scale; those 
that had no sufficient reserves wanted 
only réscue capital, which was hard to find. 
However, in 1932, all other great nations 
started their recovery, which brought them 
back to prosperity a few years later—some 
to the greatest prosperity in their history. 
There was one exception, France, which was 
experimenting with a New Deal of her own. 
Canada, too, lags because her economy is 
bound to our own. 

Recovery started in the United States, 
too,»but it was short-lived, and for eight 
years we have lived on the fat accumulated 
in the past and by borrowing from the 
future. 

« . . 


We passed laws. Some of them arose out 
of the disclosure of abuses and bad ethics 
on the part of some financiers in the post- 
war decade which caused widespread dis- 
trust of the normal channels ,through 
which capital flowed into industry. 

The Federal regulation inaugurated for 
security issues and security exchanges set 
up such stringent conditions of obtaining 
capital by the public sale of stock or bonds 
as to discourage seeking it.. It was carried 
so far that the company needing capital 
was reluctant to make a venture attended 
with so much delay, expense, risk and per- 
sonal liability. The expense involved was 
particularly hard on small business. 

By the provisions of the Securities and 
Exchange Act, salaries must be made pub- 
lic, the purchase and sale of a corporation's 
securities by its officers and directors must 
be made public. Owners of private busi- 
ness regard such matters as their own busi- 
ness and that of their stockholders, and 
will not put themselves in goldfish bowls 
unless there is some compelling reason. 
These provisions, coupled with the lack 
of incentive on account of excessive taxes, 
caused owners of sound small businesses to 
refuse to seek public capital for expansion 
and become public corporations. Formerly 
the goal of small business was td become 
big business, and many achieved it, but 
apparently this ambition largely disap- 
peared during the '30s. 

Another deterrent to new investment is 
the increased taxes levied on industry by 
national, state and local taxing authorities 
during the period of depression. This was 
reflected in the published figures of my 
company, wherein the ratio of direct taxes 
to net income in 1939 was 45 per cent, al- 
most double the 1929 ratio of 24 per cent. 


Excessive personal taxation also has tend- 
ed to direct investment away from industry 
into other fields, especially Government se- 
curities. The so-called “share the wealth” 
tax bill made the United States income tax 
—that is, the combination of tax on a cor- 
poration’s earnings and against the share- 
holder when these earnings were distributed 
—in cases of persons of substantial means, 
the highest income tax levied by any nation 


murporting to maintain an economy of pri- 
va 


e enterprise. 

The maximum of such tax in the United 
States is 82 sper cent, compared with the 
maximum in pre-present-war England of 70 
per cent, in Germany of 61 per cent, and in 
France of 58 per cent. Even under present 
war conditions, the British maximum bare- 
ly exceeds our own. 

Our laws also tax capital gains (other 
countries do not), and they contain injus- 
tices in that losses cannot be charged off 
against income. Who is going to risk cap- 
ital in incorporated industry if the Gov- 
ernment is going to take up to &2 per cent 
out of the profit if successful and you take 
the loss if it fails? 

The effect is apparent by an examination

Has 
it not been established that the use of taxa- 
tion to bring about social reforms is in- 
compatible with an economy of private en- 
terprise? Uncle Sam should take a lesson 
from Henry Ford—cut tax rates and even- 
tually collect more taxes. 

This blocking of the normal channels of 
capital formation has affected small enter- 
prises even more than large corporations. 

Small enterprises afford an outlet for in- 
dividual initiative in organization and man- 
agement beyond what can be used in large 
corporations. They are likely to be based 
on new ideas, new products or new services 
that might not otherwise be developed, or 
on an opportunity offered by an unoccupied 
field or market. Normally, they would be 
the large corporations of the future. 

They need not only profits that can be 
plowed back into the business but, if they 
are to grow, additional permanent capital. 
Their need is not commercial loans or Gov- 
ernment loans, but venture capital that will 
enter the business for profit or loss. Only 
in a relatively free capital market, under 
conditions favorable to risks involved, can 


such needs be met. 
* ” * 


Under*the impetus of the tragedy being 
enacted abroad, it appears that we have 
begun again to move ahead. Manufacturing 
employment has approximated again 1929 
levels, but it has not taken up any of the 
increase in the employable population. 

We cannot hope for continued progress, 
for employment of the unemployed, without 
freeing and increasing the flow of profits 
and savings into industry. 

The capital wealth engaged in manufac- 
turing is constantly being consumed. This 
consumption has gone on for 10 years with 
only partial replacement. There must be 
more equipment to meet the needs and ex- 
panded desires of a population that has 
grown in the meantime. 

Then we shall have recovery. From there 
we can go on to higher levels. 

I hope that soon we will have an admin- 
istration that will understand and give 
more than lip-service to the system of pri- 
vate enterprise, an administration that will 
not regard this nation as a completed one 
with no frontiers left to conquer, an ad- 
ministration that is not convinced that all 
the wealth that can be created has been cre- 
ated and that all that is left to do is for 
Government to distribute it equitably. 

This philosophy accepts the inevitability 
of present unemployment. This philosophy 
dooms permanently 8,500,000 of our popula- 
tion who want to work, and who can work, 
to idleness and a bare existence ongrelief. 

An administration that believes in private 
enterprise will understand why it is not 
working “now. It will remedy conditions 
created by recent legislation that you and: 
I know must be corrected if it is going to 
work. I have laid stress on only two, legis- 
lation affecting the issuance of securities 
and tax legislation—both little understood 
by the masses—but both of which must be 
modified in any scheme that will restore the 
United States to its former steady economic 


progress.

In Av- 
gust, 1939, the Chicago Herald and 
Examiner and the Evening Amer- 
ican were combined as the Herald 
American.

SELF, APPROVES 
RESOURCES BOARD 


Votes Agency $710,000 
After President Makes 
Plea in Letter for Its 
Continuance. 


WASHINGTON, April 13 (AP).— 
The House rescinded yesterday its 
refusal to provide further funds for 
the National Resources Planning 
Board. 

In response to a letter from 
President Roosevelt saying that he 
must “earnestly plead” for contin- 
uation of the agency, the chamber 
voted yesterday to appropriate 
$710,000 for its expenses. 

Last January the House refused 
to allot any money for the plan- 
ning board and struck the appro- 
priation from the $1,120,243,528 in- 
dependent offices bill. 

The money was voted yesterday 
despite Republean denunciation of 
the agency “as “wasteful” and “vi- 
cious.” The bill now goes to the 
Senate, where it was previously 
passed, for approval of two minor

House amendments which do not 
affect its total. 

Acting Speaker Rayburn took 
the floor in defense of the appro- 
priation and, reminding Republi- 
can members that the board first 
was created to “help President 
Hoover,” declared “we. did not 
treat your Presidents like you treat 
Democratic Presidents.” 

The text of Roosevelt's letter, 
dated Feb. 14, to Representative 
Woodrum follows: 

“My dear Mr. Woodrum: I am 
dictating this just as I leave to 
go on a little holiday to take the 
place of the one I missed last sum- 
mer. 

“It relates to the appropriation 
to contnue the National Resources 
Planning Board for the coming fis- 
cal year. 

“As you know, the reorganiza- 
tion plan last spring placed the 
National Resources Planning 
Board under the office of the Pres- 
ident. This was done because the 
President — any President — really 
needs some kind of co-ordination 
and research staff—in other words, 
expert assistants to study many 
problems which relate to different 
phases of Government. So many 
questions continue to arise—many 
of them in response to policy prob- 
lems on which members of the 
Congress and committees of the 
Congress query the President— 
that he has to have some kind of 
machinery for his own information 
and for that of the Congress. 

“Tt have found the National Re- 
gources Planning Board of very 
great assistance in this. 

“Because the President is, un- 
der the Constitution, the responsi- 
ble head of the whole executive 
branch of the Government, 
I must earnestly plead for the 
continuation of the National Re- 
sources Planning Board. I am 
sure that this need applies not to 
me personally as President but also 
to any President in the future. 

“Incidentally, the amount of 
money placed in the bill by the 
Senate is not large in comparison 
with totals of Government expen- 
ditures, and I really believe that 
the appropriating of this sum will 
actually save many times the 
amount in preventing duplication 
of work or unplanned budget rec- 
ommendations. 

“That is why I am appealing to 


you and to the other members of |# 


the House to help me. 

“It may interest you to know 
that since the last session the con- 
solidation of work through the ap- 
pointment of three Federal ad- 
ministrators and several executive 
assistants to the President has 
very greatly lightened the day in 
and day out work of the President 
himself and is making for a much 
more businesslike conduct of the 
executive branch of the Govern-

BAR SPEAKER URGES

University of Chicago Editor 
Suggests Return to Broad, 
General Studies. 


Overspecialization by professional 
men and in the college and high 
school curriculum was criticised by 
Dr. Gordon J. Laing, general editor 
of the University of Chicago Press, 
in an address at the annual dinner 


of the St. Louis Bar Association at 
Hotel Statler last night. 

Dr. Laing urged a return to 
broad, general study of literature, 
languages and the humanities rath- 
er than concentration upon a single 
narrow field of learning.

“A generation ago, law schools 
were little more than vocational 
schools; they taught legal procedure 
but not much about the principles 
of law,” he said.

HE term appetizer, for lack of 
a better word, is used to cover 
those accessories which serve 
as an accent to a meal, either at 
the table or in the living room 
with sherry or cocktails before 


dinner. 


The use of celery, olives and 
pickles as relishes is not new, but 
we have added more recently such 


raw vegetables as carrots, cauli- 

flower and spinach leaves to the [f 
list. For the usual type of family 
meal, relishes are placed on the 
table, throughout the main course. 
Fruits, fruit juices, seafood cock- 
tails, savory canapes or an assort- 
ment of hors d’oeuvres may be of- 
fered as a first course on special 
occasions. In some places the salad 
may introduce the meal. An appe- 
tizer of this type may replace the 


soup or may be served before it. 


The list of canapes, and of hot 
and cold savories for service with 
cocktails before dinner, has been 
greatly enlarged recently, but an 
elaborate selection of this sort be- 
longs with the cocktail party rather 
than with drinks which are to pre- 


cede a meal, 
CANAPES. 


Canape Bases: The literal trans- 


lation of the French word “canape” 


is “sofa.” As a resting place for 


the spreads which we use in the 
preparation of canapes to serve be- 
fore dinner, we use small crackers, 
tiny bits of pastry, potato chips, 
dainty cream puff shells, plain 
bread or French toast cut in rounds, 
finger lengths or other shapes. 

Any smal] crisp crackers or those 
of a richer type which are espe- 
cially designed to hold fillings may 
be used as a base. They must be 
fresh. If the box has been opened 
and the weather has caused them 
to go slightly limp, the crackers 
may be re-crisped in the oven, after 
they have been tasted to be sure 
that they have not become stale, 
Potato chips should have the same 
treatment, 

Toast should be used as a base 
only when you have enough help 
in the kitchen to make fresh in- 
stallments as they are needed, No- 
body orm cold, tough toast. When 
a canape is used as a first course 
at the table, however, toast may be 
a good choice for the base, as it 
can be prepared immediately be- 
fore it is to be served. 


CHICKEN LIVER SPREAD. 


One-half cup chopped, cooked 
chicken livers. 

Two hard-cooked egg yolks. 

One teaspoon minced onion. 

Salt, pepper, paprika. 

Mayonnaise. 

Mix livers, egg yolks and onion. 


Add seasonings. Moisten with may- 


onnaise. Garnish canapes with 
minced parsley. Yield: About 24 
canapes. 

SPICY HAM SPREAD. 


One-half cup ground cooked ham. 

Two tablespoons chopped pickle. 

Two tablespoons chopped olives. 

One teaspoon minced parsley. 

Mayonnaise. 

One teaspoon minced onion. 

One teaspoon minced pimiento. 

One teaspoon brown sugar. 

One-fourth teaspoon mustard. 

Mayonnaise. 

Mix ingredients, adding enough 
mayonnaise to moisten. Yield: 
About 24 to 30 canapes.

HEN rage ceases to be right- 
W cous indignation and becomes 

unrighteous anger is a mo- 
ment too swift for my detection. 
But that instant of time, and that 
slim line, exist. There is a time 
when anger is a nuisance, a bad 
expression, a sin. And there is 
another when anger is useful, 
righteous and a praiseworthy in- 
dication of character. 
Children are quarrelsome. in 
the years between childhood and 
adolescence they would just, as 
soon fight as eat and anger is 
swift and without reason. Here 
we train and teach that self con- 
trol is essential, a duty. Anger 
is a poor way to respond to dif- 
ficulties. We insist upon this until 
children accept self control as part 
of daily living and an exhibition 
of anger something to be deeply 
ashamed of and keenly regretted.

clubs South had to be very opti- 
mistic to hope for game. But it is 
probable, nevertheless, that he 
would have “gotten away with it” 
against a less skillful defender than 
West. 


The fourth highest heart was 
West's opening lead. Declarer won, 
and saw that a great deal of luck 
would be necessary if nine tricks 
were to be brought home. On the 
wild hope that he would find the 
king of clubs only singly guarded 
in the East hand (since dummy had 
only one entry, there could be only 
one club lead through), he entered 
the dummy with the ace of dia- 
monds, and took a club finesse.
